Applicants arguments filed May 2, 2005 have been fully considerred but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicants arguments that Rhein does not disclose determining cable resistance of wiring of an electrcial system which 
includes a battery the examiner disagrees. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation an electrical system which includes a 
battery has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim 
does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See 
In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

In response to aaplicants arguments that Rhein does not disclose measuring a first parameter and measuring a second parameter, the 
examiner diagrees. Applicant is refferred to Rhein (column 5 lines 26 -43) which discloses a method and device including measurement 
circuitry configured to: 

measure a first parameter of the electrical system between a first connection to the electrical system and a second connection to the 
electrical system (column 5 lines 26-27); 

measure a second parameter of the electrical system between a third connection to the electrical system and the second connection to 
the electrical system (column 5 lines 28-30); and 

a processor configured to determine cable resistance of wiring as a function of the first parameter and the second parameter (column 5 
lines 40-43)
